Many of the business systems here use 
encryption to protect their calls' privacy. That's also their right so long 
as they identify their transmitter in the approved way (CW or English Voice) 


The point is, I feel the ECPA is unconstitutional and in direct violation of 
the 1934 regulations, but I will abide by the law, and I frankly don't care to 


to a bunch of folks talk on their car phones, it's a waste of time for me.
